been “ out with the boats” (a service every naval officer can 
well explain) hundreds of times, and performed feats that 
appear romantic~in the relation; he has been named in the 
Gazettes, and often specially recommended for promotion 
by his Captains; he is shattered in limb and constitution in a 
manner which makes him a periodical martyr to bodily an- 
guish;—in a word, he is the “bravest of .the brave,”—a 
“ thorough seaman,”’—and quoted among all his brother 
officers as a pattern of skill and gallantry. This gentleman— 
(for he is, besides, gentleman enough to make half of Mr. 
Canwino’s “ rank and family ” look vulgar and aukward)— 
this gentleman has besieged the doors of the Admiralty, and 
sent in memorials of his services and claims, till he is 
ashamed—(ashamed for others’ shamelessness)—to go or 
write more; and has never once had any other than the 
brief official answer, that ‘‘ my Lords had given no commands 
respecting his case.”* The trath is, the grievance has grown 
60 monstrous, that its very magnitude has been turned into 
a pretence in bar of the claims of bare merit; and an officer 
who appplies for promotion, and urges his claims of service, 
is answered, that there are hundreds in the same situation, 
with equal claims, and equally neglected ;—all which is true. 
The same thing has been urged in Parliament, when injustice 


to individual officers has been complained of; and Mr. 


Croker has asked, with exquisite simplicity, “ how can we 
provide for ad/ the meritorious officers that claim promotion ?” 
——a difficulty which my Lords solve by giving 19-20ths of the 
promotion to the men with “ interest !” 

This is cruel and disgusting—but is it surprising? Not at 
all: it is an affair of course under the Boroughmongering 
system. In every monarchy there will be a certain quantum 
of favouritism and influence at work inthe distribution ‘of 
offices ; but under our Oligarehy, with irresponsible ministers, 
there is sufficient to shut out all unassisted merit. A few 
titled and. wealthy families send a large body of members td 
Parliament, who give their votes to the minister, not however 
without value received, in the shape of places, pénsions, rank 
in, the army and wavy, d&c. for their relatives and friends. 
This is, the meinspring of the system—the machinery by 
which the Aristocracy contrive to keep all the power of the 
state in their owa hands, ani to divide a large part of the 
taxes among themselves. Vor example: Lord Loxspavr is 
understood to.send 9 or 10 members to the House. What- 
ever, therefore, he asks atthe Admiralty or Treasury, must 
be had. He commands the first-vacancies, and the earliest 
promotions ; which is ali thoroughly known by the very por- 
ters in Whitehall, and hardly made a secret of by the secre- 
taries. In the army, we readily admit, the practice is not 
near so bad as in the navy; which is probably owing to the 
fact, se in the former service the ‘Duke of You is solely 

to public opinion, and weuld incur great personal 
odium by signal injustice and favouritism ; whereas in the 
latter the tesponsibility at the Admiralty falls upon “ the 
Board,” and might just as well, for any effect that it has, fall 
on the mahogany round which my lords seat themselves. 

Mr. Cannino's defence of the system of promotion, being 
founded en the assumption that the claims of merit are not, 
or but in & very small degree, pushed aside by influence, ‘is 
therefore overturned by the fact.

FINANCE SYSTEM.—SINKING FUND. 

Mr. Hopsovse presented a petition from the Electors of Westminster, 
prayiug for a remission of taxes. The petitioners stated, that according 
to the public accounts nearly seven millions were raised by taxation more 
than was wanted for even the wasteful expenditure of Government; and 
that the principal part of this surplus was employed as Sinking Fund in 
discharge of the public debt; which they protested against, as the pay- 
ment of etal driblets made scarcely a perceptible progress towards the 
liquidation of the Debt, but, if left in the pockets of the people, would be 
most productively employed. They also complained that four millions 
were annually extorted from the industrious English people, not for the 
benefit of the people of Ireland—since that country was the worst govern- 
ed on the face of the Earth—but to be wastefully expended in Irish 
places, peusions, patronage, aud jobs. The petitioners therefore prayed, 
that these four millions and the Sinking Fund might be used in the 
remission of taxes. Mr. Hobhouse strenuously supported the petition, 
which was ordered to be printed. 

Sir H. Paawete presented a petition from several Irish merchants and 
bankers, praying for the repeal of certnin legislative enactments, which 
disabled bankers in Ireland from disposing of their property ; and the 
Cuance..or of the Excnequer promised to consider the grievance.

« It is impossible to form an idea,’’ says a well written private letter 
from France, “ of what passes in this country, and to appreciate the 
influence which Government exercises over the elections, unless an 
accurate notion be obtained.of the disorganization in which the country 
exists. There are no assemblies for discussion witliout the authority of 
Government; there are no public or private schools. to which a parent 
can send his children for education, except those which the Government 
establishes or authorises ; thereis noadministration of which the Govern- 
ment does not choose, and may not arbitrarily dismiss the members; no 
roads or highways can be either made or repaired, except by the will of 
the Government; there are no tribunals which are independent of the 
Government; no crimes or offences can be prosecuted without its order, 
or by its agents; no taxes that may not be arbitrarily assessed by its 
collectors ; there can be no force charged with the care of the public 
peace, except what it arbitrarily organises: in fine, it disposes of the 
private functions of the citizens, and an advocate or a professor of 
algebra may be interrupted in the discharge of his duties as easily asa 
clerk in the department of the Minister of Finance. We must add to all 
these prerogatives, that there is not a single functionary who is respon- 
sible towards the citizens; and that, however great may be the abuses of 
power of which they are guilty, no prosecution of them can take place 
except by the consent of the Ministry.” 

With such a system, it is in vain to look for representative 
eficiency. In the present instance, it is said that the French 
Ministry is as anxious to get rid of the violent Ultras as of 
the Liberals; the medium term, and that, par excellence, 
being Royaliste. This mends the matter very little ;—while 
such animals as Ultras abound, they should be represented 
as well as the rest; but, in point of fact, French heads 
seem incapable of forming an estimate of the advantages 
derivable from the free and healthy collision of opinion ; and, 
if no other impediment existed, that alone will prevent the 
mind of France from being able to compete with the vigorous 
intellectuality of Great Britain. It is the beau ideal of 
French policy, that government should smooth down public 
opinion throughout the country, after the manner of a gar- 
den-roller: the consequence of which, when it succeeds, is 
the production of a respectable portion of shallow practical 
talent, attended with a conspicuous mental inferiority. The 
surface of intellect is raked over, and a light and shewy 
vegetation follows; but while a hireling priest must guide 
the spade and the ploughshare, prevent all application to the 
raciness of the soil, and control all search after the rich 
mines of original jore, who will ever look for any thing poli- 
tically good or great from’France?* She may possess, and 
indeed generally has possessed, under this system, specious 
and deceptive intervals of splendour and fanfarronade, but 
her future march among nations will be comparatively slow. 
t hey will really slip forward, while she will only mark time.

As usual, we will commence with a sketch 
of the plot. 

The scene is in Palermo, where Victoria, the daughter of a Sicilian 
merchant, has been betrothed to Lorenzo,a Captain of Hussars. During 

the absence of the latier on an expedition to en the merchant has 
sneceeded to a large estate, and to the title of Count Ventoso. Thus 
exalted, the family decide upon rejecting Lorenzo, as an inferior match ; 
ig return for which rejection, he and his brother officers plot a revenge 
u them, by the introduction of a man of the lowest order, as a 
Graadee of the highest rank, who voluntarily seeks their alliance. This 
rman, Torrento, is selected ovt of the common jail, and induced, for his 
own purposes, to undertake the deception. All is going on swimmingly, 
when Lorenzo releating, interferes and detects the impostor, who is then 
performing the part of the Princé of Pindemonte; which Prince of Pinde- 
monte, the rejected lover (who is ignorant of his own origin) is subse- 
quently discovered to be. Thescapegrace Torrento, who has long had a 
penchant for the second daughter of Count Ventoso, is also discovered to 
be the real heir of the estate and title, which the merchant had inhe- 
rited, and for whom he had never enquired. Thus pride has a fall every 
way; but it falls gently,—the respective pairs of lovers are finally 
united, and the usual conclusion takes place. : 

There are two requisites to a good play,—a happy construction, and an 
uble exposition of character.

The hero of the 
piece, in fact, is the half-pay vagabond Torrento (Jones) who is a sort of 
madoap soldier, after the pattern of several in Beaumont and FLercuen, 
In the jail be is peculiarly efficient, although we cannot divine what 
business a Sicilian humourist has to imitate the harangue of an English 
orator of Spafields.

Hien Pricé ov Tea.—There is a very instructive article in the last 
aumber of the Edinburgh Réview, on the shame 1 mono ly of the India 
Company, and its consequences 4s affecting the price of Tea. It proves 
that * the monopoly of the Tea-trade costs the people of this country, on 
an average, niot less than feo millions two hundred thousand pounds ster- 
ling 4 year *' "The people of America have fortunately no Sovereign 
Company of Tea-dealers, and the consequence is, that these republicans 
pure ase Bohea tea'at New York, for 84d. a pound, which is sold at the 
Company's sales in Leadenhall-street at 2s. 5d. (exclusive of the duty!) 
The other sorts of tea are purchased in America and at Hamburgh at a 
nearly similar proportion as to price. What is the duty upon tea in 
America (if ait) we do not know; but in this best of all possible lands 
it is cent. per cent. that is, if it sells for 5s. at the trade sale, 5s. are added 
for duty—then comes the retailers’ profit ;—and thus it is that the people 
of England, who possess the natyral means of obtaining a commodity of 
this kind at a cheaper rate than any other nation on the face of the globe, 
are paying an infinitely higher price, and for no earthly good whatever. 
The Edinburgh Review says it sells for more than 200 per cent. above 
what it ought to’ sell for, The imposition “ is now however before the 
public. e Tea-dealers of Edinburgh have already petitioned the 
Lords of the Treasury to interpose, to restrain tlie rapacity of the Com- 
pany ; and we trast that this example will be followed by the tea-dealers 
and inhabitants of every other considerable town in the empire. If the 
public do not exert themselves to procure relief from so scandalous an 
imposition, with what face can they solicit the repeal of taxes levied for 
national objects? So long as they quietly submit to have their pockets 
picked by Monopolists, they certainly deserve no fayour from the Tax- 

therer.”
